In the latter case jaivate etfort has 
already accomplished much, but there ^s a groat 
deal that the state only can and should de. 
It was due to Kentucky that freedom of the 
Mississippi was gained for Westtirn coniinerce 
and thus jtaved the way for tlie Loui>iana 
rui'cliase. Hy all means Kentiu ky shi>«dJ be 
a*lcipjately represented at St. Loins. 

As to a new Capitol, it is a necessity that is 
rapidly growing to be a sore sp<»ton the state's 
pride. With plenty of funds <»ii hand to build 
it, there can be no excuse if the Ass(>uibly 
shoiiM fail to meof tlu; demands of the time. 
It i> to lie hoped th.at jjrovisiou will be m.ade 
to pioervc and l estore the old C'apitidand c(»n- 
vert it into a state museum or library. It is a 
historical relic of enduring interest, but as a 
Statehouse it is a disgrace and utterly imule- 
quate. It is time for Kentucky to set the seal 
of periiu\nence on Frankfort and provide a 
titling lunne for the state's ilignity. 

The recommendation for a school-book law 
will be agreed to hyall sides. Uniform books 
at minimum prices will save many thousands 
of tlollars to |)eople who can hast afTord to 
pav for frecpieiit changes at tin; highest pi ices.
